entered the (Conference in l&l£, and continued a wo rthy 
ft nd useful member of this body until his connection with it 
Was dissolved by death. During his ministerial career — 
covering a period of more than fifty years, about one half of 
his time was employed in active, zealous itinerant labors. 
For the remaining period of twenty-five or thirty years, he 
was superannuated ; but at no time was be ever an idler in 
his Master’s Vineyard. Superannuated, or effective, he was 
* always consecrated to one work — at home, abroad, every- 
where. Instant in season and out of season he never faltered 
in the paths of duty; but adopting the Apostolic and Wes- 
leyan model of Christian usefulness, he went from place to 
place, from house, to house, reproving, exhorting and kd- 
tnolishing all with Whom he had intercourse. Few men in 
our midst have shown a greater singleness of purpose to do 
good, to Glorify God, to win souls, to build up the church, 
than did this devoted servant of the Lord God. 
m His preaching was plain, practical, earnest, and often im- 
' pressive, weighty and solemn. An unfortunate concentra- 
tion of miud upon a few specialities was the great fault of 
his ministry. But what ho preached, he preached faithfully 
'—what he did, he did well ; and many no doubt, will be the 
titors in his crown of rejoicing in the great day of reward. 

4 The analysis of his Christian character will present but 
few elements-^-embrace but a limited number of particulars. 
It was what has been happily denominated u angular” — pre- 
senting no curves— no sinuosities, but a few straight lines, 
meeting at one point : A stern inflexible adherence to the con- 
. motions of duty and truth. And it, mattered pot whether 
tjmse convictions of duty .took hold upon what others deemed 
ap trifles, or involved the deepest principles of the religious 
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Hfe, he always Md them with unyielding tenacity and prac- 
ticed them with scrupulous fidelity. . . V# 

To ns of the present generation the character of brothe? r 
Turner appeared at times like a fossil formation of the primi- 
tive ages of Methodism, when moral herpes were made ; but 
around it were crystalised some of the brightest, richest gems 
of the Christian life. He had his faults ; but many of 
them “leaned to virtues side.’ 1 * He had his eccentricities; 
hut they were the eccentricities of a soul out of sympathy 
with every form of worldliness and folly. He may have had 
his mistaken views, but they were the honest promptings of 
a mind profoundly jealous for the hon r of God. 

Sometimes he was thought to be harsh and sensorious in 
his intercourse with others— -perhaps, at times* toward hit 
brethren in the ministry— but no one could fail to note, that • 
these seeming asperities were greatly modified and softened 
with declining years. The influence of a growing piety 
teemed to throw an increasing tenderness and gentleness . 
around his character toward the close of life ; >as the evening 
twilight mellows into quiet beauty the outlines of the rugged 
landscape. - k A . ’* -« % • ■>*%: 

Summing all up together brother Turner was man off 
God — a faithful servant of the Lord Jesus Christ — a labor** 
ous minister — an apostolic Christian. The governing prin^ 
eiples of his life were strong faith, ardent zeal, stern moral!-* 
ty, religious fidelity, and an uncompromising hatred for sin 
in all its forms. His record through life was that of a truly • 
righteous man who feared God and kept his commandmentft 
with diligence. And when, at last, the summons came that . 
called the aged pilgrim home, it found him ready. He had 
• toiled long in the Master’s Vineyard, and the time of rest wjlft 
welcome. The veteran soldier of the cross had done his 
» duty, and gladly obeyed the summons of the Captain of hi| 
salvation to, enter upon the victor’s reward, < ' 

Thus, with life’s duties done, life’s labors o’er, thfe good old 
man “fell asleep in Jesus,” and “ his end was peace.” Hef 
has gone to enjoy the inheritance of the “ Saints in light ” 
— to join the company of the redeemed, who “ have washed 
their robes and made them white in the blood of the Lamb }’* 
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ft* who survive him, the example and memory of a 
holy life and a useful ministry.

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- The R»v. JOHN F. BERRY, eon of Nathan and Eliza 
Berry, was born in Twiggs County, Georgia, in the year 
1837 r ‘ He was converted and joined the Church at a meeting 
in Jeffersonville, conducted by the Rev. Samuel Anthony, 
in the year 1853. In an interview with brother Anthony 
A short time previous to his death, he spoke with the great. 
«ftt pleasure of the feet that all who joined the church with 
him at that meeting were still living exemplary members 
the church. Immediately subsequent to his conversion, 
he was deeply impressed that he must preach the Gospel 
As a preparatory step to assuming sueh an important obliga- 
tion he was licensed to exhort in the year 1857. After hav- 
ing exercised the functions of an exhorter for one year, he 
was licensed to preach in June, 1858. At thevielose of this 
year he joined the Georgia Annual Conference? at Columbus. 
In 1859 he was appointed to the Cusseta Circuit as juniof 
preacher. In the same relation he was sent to the Harris 
and Talbot Circuit in 1860. He was appointed to the Darien 
Station in 1861. Here he was married to Miss Susie Sher- 
man, and in regard to this union, we may say, that but few 
happier alliances of this nature have ever been formed. In 
|he great work he was prosecuting with such zeal and dili- 
• gence, he found her an help-meet indeed, ever ready, and wil- 
ling to do all she could to promote his own happiness, and 
the welfare of the church. He served the Butler Circuit in 
J.862 and ’63 ; and was appointed to the Ellaville Circuit in 
1864, ’65 and ’66. He was filling this appointment with great 
Acceptability, and usefulness, the current year, when . our 
Heavenjy Father, by a providence now inscrutable to us,t 
ealled him from the labors and toils of earth to the rewards 
of the good and faithful in heaven. 

. On the 5th of September, after having conducted a prayer, 
' Meeting, at the Baptist Church, Ellaville, he returned to the 
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his wife an article from the Advocate, While** hus engaged 
he \yas stricken by lightning aqd was killed instantly. In 
such an hour as he thought not the bridegroom came, but he 
was ready to go out and meet him. The soldier was at his 
post, and had only to lay aside the armor of warfare, for the

I In brother Berry’ a life there were blended many excellent 
traits of character. He was unaffectedly modest. Posses- 
sing a mind of native vigor, and strength, and having by an 
assiduous application to study acquired a fund of knowledge! 
which reflected great credit upon one of his age and expend 
ence, and meeting wherever he went manifold evidences oi| 
the love, and appreciation of the people among whom heU 
labored, he nevertheless always esteemed others better than) 
himself, and seemed to labor under a deep, and constant! 
sense of incompetency to fill the important sphere of duty 
to which he had been called. v 

The sweetness of temper he ever manifested won for him 
the love of all who knew him. But his piety was the crown- 
ing excellence of ■ his character. His conversion was the 
most thorough, and satisfactory. Subsequent to this great 
change, no disturbing doubt as to its genuineness could in- 
terrupt the repose of his spirit ; its reality was a fact imbedec| 
in his very consciousness, and was the. foundation of that, 
zeal and fidelity which he displayed 1 through the whole 
course of his ministry. He ran a short but a most glorious 
and triumphant race, and while we deeply mourn the loss of 
One Whb gave such promise of usefulness to the church, we 
have the comforting assurance left us, that death to him waA 
immediate, consummate, eternal gain.

• During this year he married Mrs. Elizabeth Pooser, of 
Colleton, District, with whom he lived forty-three years in 
uninterrupted domestic felicity. 

From the Cypress Circuit he was removed to the Apala k 
chee Circuit in Georgia, a work so vast in its. area that it 
embraced appointments in Greene, Clarke, Oglethorpe, Mor- 
‘gf&n, and Jackson Counties. To meet the demands of such a 
field required periods of absence from home,too frequent and 
protracted to be compatible with the obligations of a hus- 
band and father, or the claims of a family. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that at the close of his first 
year on. this circuit brother Simmons deemed it his duty to 
locate. But though local, brother Simmons continued to 
, avince the same zeal and- activity that had distinguished him’ 
while in his traveling connection. rffriu 4.i| ' 

In Henry County , whither he removed in 1822, then a wild 
frontier region without churches and ministers, he began to 
make appointments and organize societies, and even erected 1 
a church at his own expense, which still remains a memorial* 
of his beneficent piety. « k iM • ; %*■ 

From Henry he removed to Pike County in 1830, and was* 
there, as elsewhere the uncompromising and untieing advo-| 
cate of sound morals, and Evangelical Christianity, Sag 
On one occasion when a poor inebriate had found a lodging 
beneath his hospitable roof, on the morrow when he departed. ' 

. he inquired of hishost what he charged, “I charge you ifi • 
the name of God,” said the good old man, “never to drink# ' 
any more.” A word fitly spoken how good is it ; says the 
wise man, “ it is like apples of gold in pictures of silver.” 

'*♦ The miserable drunkard went away and sinned no more. 

In 1836 the subject of this brief sketch moved to Newton 
County, to secure for his children the educational advantages 
afforded by the Manual-labor School, which was ultimately 










superceded by Emory College. There he enjoyed the plea- 
sure of seeing three of his sons attain to Collegiate honors ^ 
and, what Was still more gratifying, he lived to fee two of 
them sent to preach the unsearchable riches. of Christ to thej 
gold diggers of California. This , was an honor, of which 
any man might have been justly proud. The Lord never 
had but one son, said an old Scotch divine, and he made ^ 
preacher of him. * . -w , / - , 

In 184T brother Simmons was re-admitted into the Georgia! 
Conference, and continued to perform the functions of an 
itinerant preacher until the failure <of his health compelled 
him to desist and submit to a superannuated relation. 

I saw him about a month before his death, said a clerical 
brother, and found him full of faith and the Holy Ghost, ripe 
and ready for his change. 

It occurred suddenly and without suffering, in the 75th 
jear of his age, and fifty-first of his ministry. 



Brother J. J. M. MAPP was born in Jasper County, Ga.,J 
Dec. 1st, 1812, and died in Monroe County, Georgia, Decern- . 
ber 5th, 1865. 

He made a profession of religion about the year 1838, and 
joined the Georgia Conference in January, 1841*. He traveled 
but a few years when his health failed, and he was placed 
upon the superannuated list, where he -remained until the;* 
date of his death. For many years prior to this event 
, brother Mapp had been the subject of a physical disorder of 
. » most distressing nature. 4 * With gfeftt eifiphasis and pro- 

. priety he could have said, “ I am the man that hath seen af- 
fiction.” But this experience of affliction, like a dark back- 
ground only rendered more conspicuous the many virtues 
that adorned his character, *His fortitude under suffering, .. 
* * his patience under chronic disease, and his cheerfulness undeft 
. the steady and recognized approach of death, were a happy 
illustration of the power and the preciousness of divine grace. 

* While laboring under his peculiar bodily infirmity he preached 
but little,, but before this period of comparative inefficiency, 
hie preaching was acceptable to the people, and attended; 
With a good measure of success. Although not endowed 



with mental talents of the first order, the aAiabiltty of 
his disposition, the purity of his life, and the earnest tone of 



his piety gave him a commanding influence with his hearers.

best Christian liberality! v The time hail been’Vhen this Con- 
ference could respond to the call of the most destitute; and 
the missionary’s hallowed song and prayer was heard in all 
the caves of the mountains of Georgia, and he was seen in 
the hovel of the poor in the lo^-lands. The rich men of thS 
country poured into the coffers of the Lord of their abend* 
ance, until the missionary treasurer eduld report the contri- 
butions by thousands, and tens of thousands. But, alas! 
what a change ! The Georgia Conference has but ten or 
twelve missions in its bounds. The field has not diminished, 

•. but widened ; the demand for help has not lessened but in* 
creased. The Macedonian call for help is heard from every 
part of our desolated Zion. Many of our brethern have 
preached this year to people utterly unable to help them. 

4 They have served them without compensation; some walk- . 
ing their circuits because they were Unable to purchase a 
horse ; some laboring in the farm and shop — for their own 
support — -yet never quitting the field- Called of God to r 
preach, they dare not. disobey. With the doye pf equls A •. 
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their hearts and the lamp of life in their hands, they stand 
ready to go into the dark places of the earth and show the 
people the way to the cross, and to the crown.

2. Another fruitful field now ready for Boaz and his reapers, 
is bur suburban population. Something must be done for 
them-. They are poor indeed, and many of them exceedingly 
dissolute. Without - friends or fortune they have yielded to 
despair (but abandoning themselves to vice of every kind, 
they are wretched indeed.) They come not to our city 
churches. Their children are like the wild ass’s coif, growing 
up to become nuisances in society. Shall we not do some- 
thing for them ? Thank God we have the bread to give them 
and the water, that shall'* be to them more than food and 
raiment ; and we have the mercy to carry it to them. The 
missionary going from house to house talking of Jesus, react- 
ing the Bible imploring the blessing of God upon these 
wretched sons and daughters of want, will leave light in 
many a dwelling ; bread to eat that will feast the soul long 
after he is gone ; and hope, blessed hope will revive. But 
the most important and hopeful field for doing good is among * 
the Children. Let them be gathered into Sabbath Schools, 
taught to sing and pray, and to fear God, and they will grow 
up to be blessings to Church and State. 

3. Another important and pressing field for missionary 
labor is the colored population. The negro, as an element 
in society, should be educated. Our people should be en- 
couraged to gather the children, and the old where they can, 
into Sabbath Schools, and teach them the word* of God ; 
thus dispelling the darkness of ignorance, and banishing 
superstition — so prevalent among them. They must have 
the gospel from intelligent teaehers, and they will, and do, 
turn to us for instruction. We recognize the African Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church as a co-laborer among us in this field,

We call upon onr people everywhere to give the subject of

Your Committee is too well aware of the truth that the 
Bible needs no eulogy to excite your admiration or to increase 
your interest in its circulation, to attempt to eulogiae it. 

Our duty is to invite your attention to the deplorable fac| 
that the no inconsiderable number of people in the State of 
Georgia whe did not possess a copy of the Holy Scripture® 
before the war has been largely increased by* the destruction 
of many thousands of copies, thereby, especially such as 
were in the hands of our soldiersr— and because of the scanty 
replenishment possible whilst the war continued, and by the 
additional fact that the machinery of Bible colportage 
operated by the, American Bible Society in connection with! 
or separate from its auxiliary societies, has not been pract- 
icable since the war dosed, . and also because of the large 
number of freedmen who have learned to read and who now . 
desire and should have the Holy Scripture®. 

« Our duty it also- is to suggest some means by which wo 
may assist our sister denominations in this State, to supply 
£his deficiency of the word of life. Impoverished as we are 
to a large extent ; receiving comparatively small sums toward 
the sustenance of our benevolent church enterprises, and for 
the prosecution of our missionary operations at home or 
abroad, it would seem to your Committee quite impracticable 
to secure from our own people a sufficiency of money to 
manufacture or to purchase and distribute any approxima- 
tion to the number of copies of the Word of God necessary 
to meet the deficiency. How then can it be done ? In many 
instance® the last JBible possessed- by a loving wife was sent 
to the camp to replace the one lost in the rapid advance or 
hurried retreat of our armies ; or wasswept away by the de* 
vouring element which consumed ruthlessly thfe family man- 
sion with its whole contents ; and our freedmen, long our 
faithful slaves, look to us for the bread of life. How thankr 
fill we should be that there is presented to us a solution of 
this difficult problem. The American Bible Society — that 
noble institution founded in pure Christian benevolence — 
which has so greatly blessed our own and other lancb| 
stretches forth its helping hand in this hour of need. Your 

* Committee would advert to a few fact® ; 



“ The American Bible Society coring the war did not de- 
part from the constitution, principles nor policy of that noble 
institution. It sent out to the Confederate States army, 
navy, various Boards and to individuals, on application, over 
500,000 volumes of the Bible and the Testaments. It has 
pursued the most enlightened and liberal policy toward 
Georgia. During the present year, it ‘ granted 1 io the various 
auxiliary societies in the State, 15 to 20^000 volumes of the 
Bible and Testament, and still their readiness and liberality 
know tio bounds.” i d . 

It has required no collections to be made daring the year* 
but has not hesitated to send us the Holy Scriptures gratu- 
itously. Thin has enabled us to supply to some considerable 
extent the Freedmen’s Sunday and Day Schools with Bibles 
and Testaments, thus preventing the necessary intervention 
of sectional, radical societies in the supply of this demand. 

Your Committee feel profoundly grateful to the American 
Bible Society, and its efficient agent, and are sure that we 
hut express your sentiments when we declare that, it is 
worthy of the confidence and patronage of the State, and of. 
the South. We propose therefore, that this Conference 
adopt the following resolutions : 

§ 1st. Our confidence in the catholicity and singleness of 
aim of the American Bible Society is such that we commend 
it to our whole membership, and especially to, those who have 
ability to contribute toward the spread of the Holy Scrips 
tures. , r «A. 

We commend the agent to our churches and congre- 
gations, and pledge ourselves to render him such assistance 
in his noble work as may be possible. 

3d. We request the presiding Bishop to appoint Rev. G^ J,.

The Committee on Education beg leave to report : 

EMORY COLtEGE. 

This College is now fully organized and in operation with a 
Faculty as follows ; , 

NT. B- Thomas, D. D., President and Professor of Moral 
and Mental Philosophy and Belles Lettres ; A. Means, M. Di, 
D. D., LL. B., Emeritus Professor Natural Science ; Bev. L. 
M. Smith, A. M., Professor Creek Language and Literature j 
Bev, G. W i W. Stone, A. M., Professor Mathematics; Bev. 
Josiah Lewis, Jr., ‘Professor Latin Language and Literature ; 
W. B. Shaw, A. M.* Superintendent Preparatory School, m 
It will be seen that this old and favorite institution of the 
Georgia Conference has again entered fully upon its work of 
education, and offers facilities for a complete collegiate course 
of stud/. This is done under circumstances which strongly 
emphasize its claim to the favorable consideration, especially 
df the Methodist public. The Faculty, most of whom have 
long been connected with the College, have held their posi- 
tion, to the detriment of their own personal interest, and now 
at the earnest request of the Board of Trustees, with no 
hope of a monetary equivalent for their labors, consent to 
give to the College their time, their talents and their repu- 
tation. 

i t * t 

This fact appeals strongly to the members of this Con- 
ference. The Faculty have the same interest in the success of 
the College as each member of this body— no more, no less. 
Their self-sacrifice to sustain it ought to excite in us our 
liveliest sympathies and our most energetic co-operation. 
Much may be done by a united effort to restore to this Col- 
lege a wide and sustaining patronage. Let every preacher 
in the two Georgia Conferences make an earnest effort to 
obtain at least one pupil for this Institution and its halls will 
be filled at once. % Only let every one direct special effort to 
this work in the early part of the year— say, as soon as he 
reaches his appointment — and the result wilt solve the doubt 
as to the permanency of the Institution. Shall it be done ? 
As it Is the only male College belonging jointly to tl^ tWO 

) 
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Conferences, and as the larger part of its endowment hat 
been lost by the results of the war — leaving it almost wholly 
dependent upon its patronage for support — your committee 
recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That as members Of the two Georgia Conferences, < 
we hereby pledge ourselves to renewed effort to increase the 
patronage and otherwise sustain and encourage Emory Col- 
lege, and that we commend it to public favor. 

M ^ • * THE WESLEYAN FEMALE COLLEGE; 

In regard to this old and cherished Institution, your com- 
mittee cordially adopt and endorse the language of the Board 
of Trustees : 

H That it has been in operation during the year with a 
measure of success, which, considering the state of the coun- 
try, has been wonderful and gratifying. The Faculty is now 
again foil and all the departments have resumed their func- 
tions as aforetime. The course of study and the grade of 
scholarship are certainly not lower than at any previous 
period. There are now in attendance 133 pupils, 10 of whom 
are daughters of itinerant Methodist preachers.” 

This College has well deserved and has always received* 
large patronage from Georgia and other States. It continued 
its exercises during the long war, which closed almost every 
other College. It also is the joint property of the two Con- 
ferences, and your committee recommend the adoption of the 
following resolution : < • • * , , >. , f - * 

Resolved, That the Wesleyan Female College, which was 
not closed during our war for independence — and which is 
now in operation with a full and competent Faculty, be and 
is hereby commended to the public aB every way worthy 
of their patronage. 

THE LaGRANGE FEMALE COLLEGE, 

Is now the only school, of the kind under the control of 
the North Georgia Conference. It will be during the next 
year, under the direction of Bev. G. J. Pearce, as the nomi- 
nal President, whose supervision will insure for it a competent 
corps of instructors. The Boarding-house has been com- 
pleted and prepared for the accommodation of about one 



hundred and fifty pupils Its. healthy location, its social sur- 
roundings, its exclusive claim for the patronage of a large; 
and wealthy section of country all contribute to revive the 
hope of its extended usefulness and success. We commend 
it to the confidence and patronage of the public. 

COLLlNSWOKTH INSTITUTE, : ' 

Is Still in existence add doing welt. It has a complete 
Board of instructors— -has had during the year one hundred 
and four students. • * The instruction is thorough. The Spring 
Term will open January 14fh, J807. This old and well 
known Institution well deserves both praise and a larger 
patronage. 

ANDREW FEMALE COLLEGE, 

This institution, located at Guthbert, Georgia, and foir 
some time suspended, was re-opened about two months ago 
for the reception of students* under the direction of Rev. 4* 
L. Hamilton, D. D., formerly a member of the Tennessee 
Annual Conference, as President, assisted by a corps of com- 
petent teachers, all of whom are graduates of Southern In- 
stitutions. Between sixty and seventy pupils have been in 
attendance. The Boarding-house has been refitted and re- 
furnished at considerable expense. It is now in successful 
Operation, and your committee commend it to the patronage 
of the public. 

t. Your committee would call the attention of the Conference 
to the general subject of education — not because there is any 
necessity for an utterance on this, subject or for the purpose 
of elaborating the proposition of its importance as a subsidi- 
ary agency of the Church— -for on this subject all the Coun- 
cils of the Church have spoken in unequivocal terms. But 
it is evident to. your committee from the facts which have 
come under review, that there is a heavy decline in the 
number of pupils being instiNicted under our* own auspices. 
The Madison Female College and Cassville Female College 
buildings have been burned to the ground. The Griffin Fe- 
male College have been withdrawn from /our supervision. 
The Colleges still under our control have a much less aggre- 
gate number of pupils receiving instruction. The causes 



The destruction of estates— by which many wealthy families 
•we robbed of their income— the reduction of a large class of 
men of moderate means to the condition of laborers, unable 
to relieve their sons and daughters from the drudgery of the 
farm and the household, damage the cause of education not 
merely in the rate of the. number thus rendered unable to 
pay for their tuition and board— but by the inevitable disrelish 
for mental culture into which these causes precipitate society. 
The ministry being separated largely from the influence of 
these causes ought to feel themselves charged with the duty 
of counteracting them. This they may do, first, in the Sab- 
bath School by stimulating in the childrens’ minds a thirst 
for knowledge, by placing Within their reach a large and well 
assorted catalogue of books ; secondly, by a concentration of 
effort upon a few seats of learning. 

When a country is prosperous, and a large majority of the 
japung can be spared from manual labor, the idea of universal 
education, may be approximately realized by the multiplica- 
tion of schools of all grades— but when it is impoverished and 
oppressed by heavy burdens, the only alternative left to pre- 
serve the State from a reign of ignorance is to uphold a few 
Isolated institutions of learning, where the more fortunate as 
to wealth may be thoroughly educated and go out as centres 
of light to the vatious communities from whence they came. 
In our present financial condition therefore, the obvious duty 
of the ministry is not to build more Colleges, but to, strive 
by all means to sustain the few already in operation. To 
divert our attention now from existing institutions to new 
enterprises must certainly prove fhtal to the cause which lies 
so near to our hearts. Your committee sincerely hope that 
it Will be the pleasure of the preachers of this Conference 
not only to resolve, but to act in harmony and with con- 
centration of effort to build up the Colleges named in this 
report. w-V-/ •• »**«**■** 

^ Your committee furthermore suggest that this Conference 
affirm and endorse the judgment of the last General Confe- 
rence in regard to the education of the colored race among 
us. Their relation to us formerly as slaves, and now as la- 
•borers— their elevation to the enjoyment Of many civil rights 
— the * obvious propriety of entering this field of duty our- 
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■elves an(i impressing upon their minds our views of Social 
and religious obligation, induce your committee to offer for 
your adoption the preamble and resolutions of that body as 
follows : v . . 

“Whereas, The condition of the colored people of the 
South is now essentially changed, and whereas, the interest# 
of the white and colored people are materially dependent up- 
on the intelligence and virtue of this race, that we have had 
and must continue*, to have among us, and whereas, the 
Methodist Episcopal Chureh, South, has always claimed to 
be the friend of that people, a claim vindicated by the com 
tinuous and successful exertions made in their behalf, in in- 
structing and evangelizing them ; and it' is important that w# 
should continue to evince our interest for them in this re- 
gard; and as our hearts prompt us to this philantrophy i 
Therefore, ^ ... 

Resolved , That we recommend to our people, the establish, 
ment of day schools under proper regulations and trust* 
worthy teachers for the education of the colored children. *» 

Your committee would furthermore, upon this subject, re- 
commend that, inasmuch as there have been several Sabbath 
Schools successfully conducted in this Conference by leading 
men of ^he Church, thereby showing the practicability of 
such effort in their behalf, the preachers be encouraged to 
form tbe colored children of their charges into Sabbath 
Schools, under the supervision of judicious members of the 
Chureh. * * ' " • - - y*

have given their careful attention to the communication of 
Dr. Myers, and have also conferred with him personally con- 
cerning the interests of the paper. - P , • 

Youf Committee find that the receipts from all sources in- 
cluding the office materials, which formed the capital of tha 
paper, have fallen short of the actual expenditures -during 
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the past year, and unless some measure can he devised to in- 
crease the income of the paper, we must consent to reduce 
the size of the sheet, or to impose a tax upon the publishers 
which they are unable to bear. We have one of two methods 
to choose in order to increase the income of the paper : either 
t io double the present subscription Mst, or to increase the 
price of subscription, .* 

Your Committee are persuaded that the pricb of subscrip- 
tion, although it is lower than that of first class religious 
Weeklies generally throughout the country, ought not to be 
increased; .and therefore we are shut up t^one course of ac- 
tion. We must double the present number of subscribers. 
We are well aware of the difficulties in the way. Money is 
scarce, and throughout large portions of our territory there 
• **© no post offices established. Yet, with all these difficulties 

111 their way, other religious periodicals are maintaining their 
ground. Shall it be said that the Methodist Church, so 
numerous and intelligent in Georgia, are indifferent to the 
welfare of their church paper ? Shall this old servant of the 
church lengthen out a sickly existence, a source of mortifi- 
cation to its editor, and a reflection upon our ministry and 
membership ? Shall we not rather rally to its support, and 
©very man of us strive to place this paper in the hands of 
our people ? * A little more effort on the part of the members 
of this Conference would place the Advocate on a sure basis. 

L’ Shall we refuse to extend a helping hand to our own organ, 
lb saverit from impoverishment and ultimate ruin? ( 

Your Committee entertain the hope that those members of 
this body who have done nothing to sustain the Advocate 
during the past year, will consider these appeals as addressed 
directly to them. Those who have labored to secure the 
patronage of the church for the paper, are likely to use still 
. . mo re earnest efforts , 4 and we believe that a little time, thought 
and labor will secure the publication of the paper the ensu-

thereof, at such time as he shall specify for the meeting. 

2. In the absence of a Bishop, the Presiding Elder of the 
district shall preside in the Meeting ; and in the absence of 
both, the Heating shall elect its own presiding officer. 





3. The Meeting shall elect a Secretary to keep a record of 
the proceedings of the body, and to his office the duties of 
Treasurer shall be appended. 

4. It shall be the duty of the District Meeting to adopt 
such measures for the advancement of all the interests of 
the Church and Sunday Schools in its bounds as ft may deem 
best, consistent with the laws of the Church, according to 
an order of business to be adopted by itself. It shall also ap- 
point the place of its own meeting. 

5. If the plan of Lay delegation shall become a law of 
the Church, it shall also be the business of the District Meet- 
ing to elect delegates to the Annual Conference : Provided , 
that no traveling preacher who has a vote in the Annual 
Conference, shall vote on this question in the District Meeting.

CONSTITUTION OF BOARD OF DOMESTIC 
MISSIONS. 

Art. 1. This Board shall be denominated and known as 
the Board of Domestic Missions of the Georgia Annual Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

2. The objects of this Board is to co-operate with the 
parent Missionary Board of the M. E. Church, South, in sup- 
port of Missions, especially within the Territory occupied 
by this Conference. 

3. The officers of this Board shall consist of a President, 
two Vice Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary, and twelve Man- 
agers, who shall be chosen quadrennially by the Georgia 
Conference. The managers shall consist of seven members 
of the Conference and five Laymen. In case of vacancy by 
death, or resignation, or otherwise, the Board shall fill such 
vacancy subject to confirmation by the Conference. 

-v 4. The President, and in his absence the Vice President, 
shall preside at all meetings of the Board. 

5. Five members of the Board shall constitute a quorum. 

6. The Treasurer shall take charge of all the funds and 
property of the Board subject to the order of the Board, 
and shall make an accurate and full report annually of all 
the receipts and disbursements of the Board to the Georgia 
Annual Conference. 
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7. The Secretary Bhall keep a full and complete record of 
the proceedings of the Board, and make the Annual Report 
of the Board. 

8. As soon as practicable after entering on their work, the 
preachers will take up a collection by cash and subscription, 
and forward the same to the Treasurer of the Board. r 

9. One-tenth of all the collections so made for Domestic 
Missions shall be transmitted to the Treasurer of the parent 
Board, as the Discipline directs. 

10. There shall be an annual meeting of the Board, at the 

•• time and place of the Annual Conference, in aid of Missions. *
